Tb* Yatno ia a deep, aluggiab atream, 
yellow and torluou*. The junction of Ibe 
Yallabuaba and Tallahatchie, to form it, i* 
only tbra* mile* above and la a prodiglon* 
bend of tb* Yizoo and Tallahalchi* almoet 
making an itiaad and Jurt oppoait* lb* 
town, there la a body of fertile cotton land 
of 2,700 acre, in extent.

1‘art of Iba wrack i« .till viaibla at the 
end of 22 year*. Hb* la notoriou* a* lb* 
war (learner al which waa fired Ih* fir*l 
ahol Ibat o|ien*d tba awful game of civil 
conflict which coal tia allao dear. Hhe waa 
atlempling to throw in rainforcemenU and 
auppliv* lo Fort Hum pier when Ibe boom 
of lb* irat abotud gun, firing acroaa her 
bow*, from Hullivan’* I«land, hailed hrr. 
Tb* legend i* Ibat old *z-(lov*rnor Kut- 
ledg* touched off Ih* gun and than opened 
tb* armed reaiatence to Ih* United Ntata* 
governmanl. Tb* Htar of lb* Waat wa* af- 
tirward captured at Oalveeton by Van 
Dorn and did aervic* for th* rebel* until 
ab* blocked tb* channel of tb* Tallabalchi* 
to keep the Yankee gun boat* from takieg 
Virk.burg io th* rear. Ojr poatmaalar 
bar* waa one of tb* parly lo whom waa an- 
Iruttad tb* ainkipg of the ataael and be 
promiaed me aom* ralira io lb* abap* of 
ooppar nail* and fraguanta of glaa* from 
lb* cabin window*. All of which i. <|uit* 
in my line of curioaity collecting. 

Fort I’ambartoo, that grimly guardad 
bc/lh river*— airetching quit* acroaalhenar- 
row neck that aeparate* them — waa tb* only 
Confederate fort oyer which tb* victoriou* 
“eUri and atrip**” never flmtaC. A aialer 
•laaaMT to lb* Star of the Weal wa* aunk 
near tb* monik of Iba Yallabuaba. 

How do 1 lik* lb* awampaie? Firat-rat*. 
They ar* baarty, iatalllgaat sad, largaly, 
vail aducstad. Th* first tm.z.muil 1 ax- 
parisnead wa. lo a*, tbs mao m uaivMaatly 
robuft and *f*a .Mlwari, «bll* tk* ladia.

Tbay can’t h.lp Ihia cavali.r padi- 
gras, nor prsyanl Ibair faaturaa from being 
comely and dallcats, and ibair fast grow- 
ing wiib an archtd ioaiap and ariatucratic 
ahapalinaa*. Oi* i. atruck with tbiaavary- 
wbara. You .ball tee more bandrom* face, 
and aymmelrical fMl and grac.ful limb* 
and blooded bearing in one day in tb* 
Houib than in a weak at lb* North. Tb* 
diaiinclive diflareoce between ibetwotribva 
of I«raal tbw paapled tbi* country ia yal 
largaly praaeraad and will bt to tha and of 
time. Maoatasb ia of cour** the dominant 
one, an.l mu*! need* be, becau** be waa to 
grow to the “graai nation.”

Nor c.oold 
allervd c rcuuiUauca*, nor ovarwlieluiing 
inti jx of (Jaiitiie emigration trim every 
ijuarier era** the ineriJicHble je*lmi<y tnal 
could we only trace it, began far, far bark 
in tlie Uud of '‘.Uirabam, Naacand Jacob.’’ 
•My own theory ia luat Virginia and I'lro 
olint, wbicn Hiata* alone give peruiaoent 
cUarAoter, that cm not be miataxea, to the 
Houlii, were aeltled by Norm ana, or Baoja 
minitee. Tba protctanl liugueoola were a 
remnant of that tribe, left in France, when 
their brethren left iu a body for tba Britiab 
Die*, during the conqjeil. Tneae came 
acroaa lo th* Ctrolioa^ in ahiuU, when per- 
aecution drove them from papal France, aa 
li.r'r Iiretiiren from KaglanJ, of Iba aame 
tr lie— a' I unkn >wu in eacbother— had peo- 
p'ej Virgiui* at an earlier date.
